a and Amphitrite wereadmired above all the reft. 
Their Naval Pomp feemed to cover the whole River, 
on which were obferved Courfes and Combats of Ships 
and Naval Cars. Amongft the reft Protheus conduéted 
his with fo much Dexterity, that he won the Palm 
fom his Antagonifts, almoft as often as he difputed for 
it; which Palm was a Branch of Pine, that Neptune 
himelt crowned him with every ‘Time that he came_ 
from the Lifts. He could not fail to be 
Vitor, becaufe he was not only agile beyond all Paral- 
lel, but he had the Secret of gaining all the Winds in 
his Favour, by the very particulas Friendfhip of the 
God olus, whom he always found Means to render 
propitious to him. That this Naval Feftival might be 
compleat, the Tritons, the Phoca’s, the Nerids, the 
Sprens, the Naiads, formed Concerts, and difputed 
which fhould be the fineft Divers. In fhort, all the 
Animals in the Waters, and on their Surface, were 


infpired with a livel by me : 

yy cb yre Shore ont? rremple there came in 
another Train, not fo numerous as Neptune’s ; but fo 
beilliant, that it dazzled my Eyes to look at it. A 
Deity, of a fwarthy Complexion, fat in a Chariot of 
folid Gold, drawn by four great Black Horfes : His 
Habit and his Equi , as well as thofe of his Re- 
tinue, were all of Gold Tiffue, in which precious 
Stones of all Kinds were fet, without Number, whofe 
various Waters collected, refembled a moft glorious 
Rainbow, and might have furnifhed out a {plendid 
Opera of what our modern Petits Maitres call occular 
Mufick. 

While I was in an Extafy at the Sight of fo much 
Wealth, my Interpreter told me, that this Deity was 
the moft opulent of all Olympus. This, fays he, 1s 
Puutus, the Brother and Friend of Neptune, the 
Brother-in-Law alfo of ‘uno; but at Variance with 
her, becaufe that Goddefs has a fort of Antipathy to 
the whole Family of the God her Spoufe. You mutt 
have obferved with what a haughty Air Juno looked 
upon all the Pomp of P/utus, as it pafled by her. On 
the contrary, you could not but fee what Alacrity, 
What Shouts of Joy the Shores of the River ecchoed, as 

n as Neptune's floating Court was 
to this fovereign Diftributer of the Treafures of both 
Worlds. 

Before the Temple of Janus can be Shut, Plutus 
mu make an End of a Game of Chefs which he has. 

with Funo, out of mere Pique; and in which 
both the Gamefters think their Honour at Stake. 
‘ The God, with all his Opulence, was in great 
Danger of being deftroyed, had it not been for the 

Affiftance of his Brother Neptume, whofe Arrival ren- 
‘ dered it an equal Game, and nobody knew whole 
‘ Itwould be. We thall fee how it will end.’ 

Phebus, with Hercules and his fhining Court, was 

on the right Side of the Temple. You would 

ve thought there was a whole ‘T’ribe of Heroes ; but 
not of that furly, bloody-minded Species, who are in- 
tent upon nothing but Murder and Slaughter: For they 
€xercifed themfelves at Tournaments, broke a Launce 
with a geod Grace ; and, when difarmed, they play'd, 
danc’d, and frolick’d it even with a better Grace than 
: In hort, they gave infinite Pleafure in their mi- 
huteft Agtions, from a certain Air of Freedom, which 
other Nations may endeavour to imitate, but no Mor- 








tal cam acquire to the fame Degree; yet, for all this 
(which is a furprifing Thing) there are no People in 
the main lefs free Men than thefe Heroes of Phréus. 
My Mythologitt, by the Help of a magnifying Glafs, 
made me difcern certain Gold Chains, almoit imper- 
ceptible by the naked Eye, to which all the Heroes 
were faftened, fome by the Tongue, others by the 
Ears, fome by the Breaft, fome by the Belt ; and all 
the Links were direéted by Hercules, who let them out, 
or drew them in at Pleafure. This Phenomenon gave 
me to underftand, that’tis infinitely more pleafant to 
wear certain Chains, than to ftick to nothing, or to 
wrangle perpetually for the Maintenance of a whimfi- 
cal Freedom. He, and he only, fay I, is a free and 
happy Man who thinks himfelf fo. I really pity the 
Condition of a turbulent, reftlefs, and timorous King, 
whofe Grandure is an Incumbrance to him ; and, had 
I my Choice, I would rather prefer the State of the 
pooreft Individual, that is content with his own Lot. 

I was thus moralifing to myfelf, when my Man bid 
me apply to my Glas again, and examin all the Me- 
chanifm of thofe Links of Hercules a little more nar- 
rowly. The Body of this Hero appeared to me like 
an inexhautftible Bottom of Gold Wires, which, in an 
Inftant, hampered all they couldreach. I particularly 
obferved, that thofe Wires were drawn out in Abun- 
dance towards Fux0, who was on the Left Hand of 
Phabus, tho’ feparated from him by a long Interval; 
but the Goddefs being as it were encompafied with the 
Tail of the Peacock on which fhe rode, the Golden 
Hooks found nothing to faftenon. But the Cafe was 
otherwife with refpect to Mars, who was alfo placed 
on the Left of Juno, a little behind ; for I faw 2 great 
Number of thoie Links of Hercules interwoven in the 
Coat of Mail of the Godof War. WhenI had given 
an Account to my Mythologift of what I had feen, he 
faid to me, ‘ This is the exact Explanation of the 
* Oracle which foretold that the Temple of Farus 
‘ fhould not be fhut till Mars and uno were caught 
‘ in the Nets of Hercules. Marsis already fait. ‘Juno 
‘ ig not yet quite hampered; but the is fo held, that 
‘ fhe can never retreat. ‘The precious Fleece of her 
‘ dear Fa/on isto pay forall. It was Hercules that ob- 
‘ ‘tained the Conqueft of it for her, and cannot he as 
‘ eafily deprive her of it?’ 

Phabus, Funo, and Mars formed the Right Wing of 
the Affembly ; and Pallas, Priamus, and Bellerophon 
compofed the other Wing, as I have already mention- 
ed. Iam now to fhew you fome other Deities and 
Heroes, .who, being ranged in a Semi-Circle, ren- 
dered this magnificent Afiembly compleat, and are 
come to itin Quality of Affitants and Witneffes of the 
general Reconciliation. 

The firft on the Right Hand is Admetus King of 
Theffaly, whofe Chariot is drove by trufty Battus.. My 
Interpreter told me, that tho’ Phebus and Hercules had 
formerly done this Admetus fignal Services, yet he had 
refufed to enter into their Quarrel with Priamus, for 
fear of exafperating Pallas, who perhaps would have 
taken a feverer Revenge on him than her Brother 
Mercury had done. 


“feen to approach—— Immediately next to Admetus, fat Cadmus King of 


the Phanicians, encompafied with numerous Troops 
armed Cap-a-pee. The Mythologift told me, that this 
Prince had a Nurfery, wherein he fow’d Dragons 
‘Teeth, which produced great Men arm’d; but that 
commonly they were fo unnatural as to deftroy one 
another. 

Over-againft Admetus, and neat to Bellerophon, a 
Chariot of a majeftick Simplicity, was obferv’d drawn 
by white Sheep, in which fat a Deity the moft affable, 
and, if I may ufe the Expreffion, the moft Humane of 
all. The other Deities imprefs’d me with a facred 
Dread ; this with only a tender Refpect, The others 
ftruack the Beholders with their Luftre ; this captivated 
their Hearts by an Air of Goodnefs, which fhone upon 
himfelf and all around him. My Companion told me, 
that this Deity, with whom I was fo charm’d, was 
Caftor the Apotrepean *: * To him it is, /aid de, that 
‘ many Nations are obliged for the Freedom of their 
‘ Maritime Commerce ; his generous A@tions would

Number of Heroes and Demi Gods, whofe Names 
and Circumftances I don’t remember well enough to 
relate to you.

Between thefe two Goddeties there was a very great 


Space, in which I obferved a Throne, adorn’d with 
Feftoons, Garlands, and Trophits ; and I was impa- 
tient to know for which of the Deities it was erected, 


* For none that are here prefent, /aid the Mythohgift, 
* this Throne is only defign’d for the Divine Afreas 
* and till the defcends from Heaven, to which the fled 
‘ a long time fince, the Temple will not be hut. [I 
* perceiv’d that feveral in the Aflembly put up earneft 
‘ Vows that they may fpeedily enjoy her Benign 
Prefence : ’Tis faid that Hercules among others, has 
already with this View, madé more than one Sacrifice 
in Secret; but fome other Deity will undoubtedly 
thwart him ; for the Torches of Ewmenides are not 
quite extinét, and they fill fmoke in fome Corners 
of the Affembly ; the Smell of which fatal Firebrands 
is fo much abhorr’d by the Divine 4frea, that her 
Appearance cannot be expeéted tll the Airis thoroughly 
urified.” 

iY y Guide broke off his Explanation here, to point 
to me a Groupe of Priefts at the Entrance of the Temple, 
whom he call’d Feciales. 

He that feem'd to be chief of them, was diftinguifh'd 
by along Robe of Purple, anda Cap of the fame; he 
was call’d Pater Gatratus, and he had at his Feet a Pig, 
bound and adorn’d with Flowers. After fome Invoca- 
tions addrefs’d to the God Janus, this High Prieft with 
one fingle Stroke of an Ax, killed the unclean Animal, 
and then turning about towards the Aflembly, pro- 
nounced thefe Words with an audible Voice, May ail 
thofe who foall give Occafion to the renewing of the War, 
come to as miferable an End as this Pig ; to which the 
whole Affembly anfwer'd, Amen; after which there 
was a confus’d, but very melodious Sound of all the 
Inftruments of War and Mufick ; and the Air was im- 
mediately embalm’d with the Libations that were offer’d, 
and the Perfumes that were burn’d to recall the divine 
Afirea to the Earth, whofe Prefence was all that was 
wanted to compleat the Ceremony.
